The  Seventh  President  of  Meredith  College 


In  February  1999,  the  Meredith  College  Board  of  Trustees 
dared  to  change  the  history  of  the  College  forever  when  they 
named  Dr.  Maureen  Hartford  the  seventh  and  first  female 
president  of  the  College. 

The  native  North  Carolinian  received  her  bachelor's  in 
French  and  master's  in  College  Teaching  at  UNC-Chapel  Hill 
and  a  doctorate  in  higher  education  administration  at  the 
University  of  Arkansas.  She  served  in  several  senior 
administrative  positions  prior  to  becoming  president  of 
Meredith,  with  the  most  recent  as  Vice  President  of  Student 
Affairs  at  the  University  of  Michigan. 

During  her  12-year  tenure  as  President,  Meredith's 
accomplishments  have  not  only  been  numerous  but  diverse  as 
well.  The  College  has  established  several  new  master's 
degrees,  a  dual-degree  engineering  program  with  NCSU,  and 
its  first  international  site  in  Sansepolcro,  Italy.  In  2003  the  new 
Science  &  Math  building  opened,  and  in  2009,  Meredith's  first 
student  apartments  opened,  along  with  a  new  athletic  and  track 
complex. 

President  Hartford  dared  the  Meredith  community  to  defy 
some  traditions  and  to  new  ones.  She  helped  us  to 

define  a  new  Meredith  College  for  the  21st  century  and  to 
decide  on  a  vision  of  where  we  want  to  be  in  the  future. 

We  dedicate  these  pages  to  Maureen  Hartford  in  honor  of 
her  years  of  service  to  the  entire  Meredith  College  community.
